ference—leaving them an extra $900 
apiece.

3,000 Employes of South- 


ern Pacific Taking 


Strike Vote

The farm and industrial map Mon- 


day was dotted with strikes and dis- 
putes that led, in one or two instances, 
to outbreaks of violence. 


At Gloversville, N. Y., police used 


gas bombs and nightsticks to dispense 
striking pickets who tried to haul a 
worker from the G. Levor company 
tannery. 


Three thousand employes of the 


Southern Pacific railway in Texas and 
Louisiana were voting on a proposal 
lo strike, differing with the company 
on 108 points. Brotherhood officers 
expressed hope that Presodent Roose- 
velt would intervene. The railroad 
advertised for engineers, firemen, con- 
ductors, brakemen and yardmen will- 
ing to work under strike conditions. 


At Tamaqua, Pa., 7,000 hard coal 


miners went back to work after a sec- 
ond strike. They asked,the National 
Labor Board to hear their grievances. 


The 20,000 strikers in the broad silk 


industry at Paterson, N. J., refused to 
go back to work. They rejected terms 
suggested by the mayor's Arbitration 
Committee because the settlement fail- 
ed to recognize the union. 


The Armour avid Company plant at 


South St. Paul, Minn., remained idle 
and its striking employes tried to en- 
list workers of other packing plants 
in a walkout. 


Striking gasoline station attendants 


at St. Louis were asked by the Re- 
gional Labor Board to go to work 
pending mediation. Leaders agreed to 
submit the :dta to membership oi a 
new union.

Bank deposits in Hope have increas 


ed almost $150,000 since the last bank 
call four weeks ago, a survey disclos- 
ed Tuesday. Local bankers say this 
is a reflection of government loans of 
10 cents a pound to growers. 


On October 25, the date of the last 


bank call the two local 
banks had 


combined deposits of $1,757,702. 


At the close of business Monday 


total deposits of both banks were 
over $1,905,000, an increase of nearly 
$150,000 in the last three weeks, and a 
close approach to the 2-million dollar 
mark for the first time in 
several 


years. 


Local bankers expect considerable 


retail trade to come from the Civil 
Works program, which will employ 771 
men in Hempstead county for three 
months at $12 each per week.

CHILDREN

It doesn't do one bit of good to tell 


a child to stand up straight. He will 
do it for a minute or so perhaps, but 
the instant his mind is on something 
else, down he slumps again. 


He will only hold his chin up and 


his shoulders back as long as he re- 
members. True, if he can be made 
conscious of them altogether without 
letting anything else interfere, the 
miraculous might happen. 
Habit' is 


made up of oft-repeated actions. 


But I have never known a child who 


grew straight merely because he was 
talked into it. Children, fortunately, 
often do adopt better postures as they 
grow older, but other things are to 
be thanked for the change usually. 


Mal-nourlshed Amid Plenty 


A mal-nourished child is usually 


round shouldered, dull-eyed, and any- 
thing but soldier-like in his bearing. 
Such children are not invariably poor. 
The malnourished child can be found 
anywhere, at the well covered tables 
of the rich as well as in the unem- 
ployed home. A. child on three non- 
tqo-plentiful meals a day 
may be 


getting all the 
proteins, 
starches, 


sugars, fats and vitamins he needs be- 
cause the food is simple, well-assorted; 
and what is better still, he 'may have 
a good digestive tract that makes the 
most of it. 


The child who has had his digestive 


organs weakened through past illness, 
or had a poor beginning when a baby 
may not be absorbing all the "good" of 
what he eats. Such a child may have 
well-to-do'parents. 
Rich* and poor 


alike may suffer. 


The causes of inability 
to take 


proper care of food are not always 
easy to identify. I lay most humped- 
up shoulders, and sagging heads, how» 
ever, to some weakness in the child, 
not merely careles habit. The one who 
has grown well from birth, who has 
had a correct diet from babyhood, 
including cod liver oil and calcium- 
containing foods, and who has never 
had an undermining sicknes is usually 
straight. His head is set well on his 
shoulders, his hips are flat and held 
in, his stomach fat, too—pot pro- 
truding. No sign of rickets. No sign 
of undue weariness or dullness or 
slumping, 


Dyer Study Causes "Hunch" 


Of course children may get the 


"student hunch" from studying too 
long without compensating exercise. 
And adolescents may be compelled 
to crouch a bit because bones grow 
long and the muscles cannot keep 
up with them- Muscles 
may 
pull 


shoulders over until they, too, have 
done their growing 
to 
match the 


bones. 


But 
little 
children 
should 
be 


straight. Long hours of sleep on a 
cpmfoi'table bed, plenty 
of exerr 


cise and proper food should make a 
soldier of a child. If there is some- 
thing keeping his chin on his chest the 
doctor should 
be 
consulted. Gym 


work may held, too. At any rate, 
mere words are not the answer, or half 
of it.

Monday's foray into one of the Jast 


unknown frontiers within man's cur- 
rent reach, in one respect pqrtook of 
the remarkable on a scale never before 
attempted. Settle and Fqrdney cruised 
beneath a sky described as a "beauti- 
ful blue," hanging suspended 58,000 
feet above sea level, they talked with 
those on the earth below them, cas- 
ually and calmly. 


Methodical and unhurried, they re-

The adventurers had the mission of 


studying the nature of the cosmic ray, 
that elusive beam bombarding the 
earth which has claimed the undi- 
vided attention of famous scientists 
for years. The rays, 100 times as pow- 
erful in the stratosphere as at sea 
level were to be recorded on delicate 
instruments carried by the aeronauts. 


May Decide Scientific Conflict 


If, in summing up the results of 


Monday's experiment, it is found that 
Dr. Arthur H. Compton, of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago, is correct in cpn- 
:ending the rays are electrons, scient- 
sts possibly would see support for the 
theory that the universe originated in 
an explosion thousands of millions of 
years ago. 


If it js found that the rays are pho- 


tons, or bullets of Ijght, as Dr. Robert 
A. Millikan of California Institute of 
Technology contends, those same sci- 
entists may conclude that the uni- 
verse is "immortal" and self-renewing. 
The photons, according to the Milli- 
kan theory, represent left-over energy 
released in space in the process of 
forming new atoms of matter to re- 
plenish dying stars. 


Whatever they found concerning the 


cosmic ray will not be known until 
a study of the recordings of their in- 
sUumcnts is completed. 


In perfect weather, the two aero- 


nauts sailed away from the field after 
a wait to permit the sun to expand 
the 125,000 cubic feet of hydrogen gas 
within the 600,000 cubic foot bag and 
thus increase its lifting capacity.
